Lights  off,  a  shrill  whistle  from  the  snappily 
dressed  majorette  in  the  center  of  the  floor, 
bobbing  lights  on  the  band  members'  hats 
glinting  off  their  shining  instruments,  a  great 
roar  of  approval  from  the  accumulated  bas- 
ketball fans,  all  point  to  another  band  march- 
ing show.
